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GRAVING DOCK. 



Copy of a Report of a Committee of the 
Honourable the Executive Council, ap- 
proved by Kis Excellency the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor on the alst day of 
January, 1877. 



On a Memorandum from the Honorable 
the Attorney-General, reporting in rela- 
tion to ttie advance, by way of bonus, oi 
j£50,UU0, agteed to be p.iiit by tue Dooiiu- 
ion Government to the Pru\ince of JJrit- 
ish Columbia, in lieu of the guarantee of 
5 per cent, per unnum for lu years on 
£100,000 stoning, lor the construct ion of 
a tirbt-elasu Graving Dock at Esquiinalt. 

1. That, owing tu the tenor of iho Ke- 
port of the Committee of tbo Honorable 
the Privy Council, of the 29th Muy, 1870, 
and subsequent correspondence, ii is ad- 
vie&ble to recapitulate the ciicninstancea 
relating to the agreement by tUoDomiu- 
ion Goveinment 10 giant to tho Provin- 
cial Government the cum of £50,000, as u 
bonus, in lieu of tho guarantee lor 10 
year* ou £100,000. us uu-utioued in the 
iir»t paragraph of this report, with a view 
to the matter beiug reconsidered by the 
Dominion Government, and a decision ar- 
rived at in accordance witn the views of 
tue Local Government. 

2. That.by the 12th Article of tho Terms 
of Uuioo, it is provided, — 

"12. Tnc Dominion Government shall 
guarantee the interest for ten veins from 
tbe date of tho completion of iho works at 
the rate of live per centum per annum, ou 
such sum, not exceeding .£100,000 ster- 
ling, as muy be required lor the construc- 
tion of a tirst-clasa graving dock ut Es- 
quimau." 

3. That, towards tho end of 1873, the 
then Government lindiug that lit: lo hope 
remained of tbe dock being built by pri- 
vate enterprise, decided to undertake the 
work tbeujselveH, and pasted an Order in 
Council, dated 20lj Sep. euiber, 1873 (Ap- 
pendix A) , empow cring tbe i'lesidout ot 
the Executive Council tu act as a delegate 
to negotiate with the Government of tbe 
Dominion on certa.n matters,and,amongsi 
other tuiugs, — ''That the Dominion Gov- 
ernment pay in easn$25U,000 in"jien of ihe 
guarantee of live per eeut. per annum for 
10 years .on £100,000 sterling, for thw 
construction of a hrst-clnss graving duck 
at Esquimalt. 

4. 'luat, iu pursuance of this authority, 
tho President of the Executive council 
proceeded to Ottawa, and placed hiinselt 
in communica ion with tneDomiuiouGov- 
ernment, in order to carry out the above 
object. 

5. That, tho letter marked B, appended 
hereto, proposing that tho Provincial 
Govemmeni should coustruct tho dock if 
the Dominion Government would pay tu 
tho Province the sum of S2jU,000, in ii.-u 
of the guarantee, was addres-od by the 
said delegate to Ihe Secretary of State, and 
bis acknowledgment thereto is hereto ap- 
pended, marked C. 

G. That, ou the. 3rd November, 1873, 
Mr. Tilley, then Finance Mini^tur, wrote 
to the said delegate (Appendix D.) stal- 
ing that "I have consulted my colleague.*, 
■wo are prepared Lo submit to Parliament 
a proposition to tho following effect: — 

"That in lieu of the interest on£100,000 
for ten years, which was secured by"the 
12th Section of the Order in Council of 
July 1st, 1870, we propose that "advances 
should bo made to you, not on the whole 
to exceed £50,000 sterling." 

7. This Government contend that the 
■word "advance" is used merely to pro- 
vide against u demand ou tho part of tho 
Provincial Government for the £60,000 to 
be paid iu n lump sum ; but only to be 
advanced from time to time on that ac- 
count, on cortifi.tsj.tei of work done. If 
no doubts existed in Mr. Laugton's mind 
that the intention of tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment was that tho £50,000 was to bo a 
gift, is it unreasonable that the Govern- 
ment of this Province should take a like 
view? The judgment of uuy impartial 
tribunal would of jeceosity he that the 
intention of the Dominion Government 
•was clour, and. putting iwdo all special 
pleading, really amounted to the promise 
of tho money at a gift. 

8. That it will be seen by tho report of 
the delegate luid belore thu Provincial 
Legislature (Appendix E) that, nficr tho 
resignation of the Maodounld Ministry, 
tho pruseut Premier of Canada agreed to 
submit a nioutiui o to Pailiamont iu order 
to curry out tho proposal.or some scheme 
equivalent thereto (Appendix F), unlit 
will bo observed, endorsing tho propor- 
tion contained in Mr. Tilley'a letter of 3d 
November. 

9. That, in accordance with this prom- 
ise, a Bill was submitted to Parliament 
by the Dominion Government in tho Hos- 
sion of 1873 (Appendix G) , which said 
Bill contained at iho end of Section ouo 
tho words "and to bo considered as part 
of the indebtedness of thu Province in 
calculating tho subsidy payable to it." 

10. That iu tho Act Ubelf passed in tho 
Session of 187-1, 37 Vie,, cap 17 ( Appen- 
dix H), tho abovo words are not to bo 
found, a strong argument, it is submitted, 
against tho Contention that the advance 
was to bo iu the nature of a loau. 

11. Ibftt on the Dominion Government 



declining to carry out their agreement 
entered into respecting the bonus, on tho 
ground that tho advances were to bo made 
in the nuture of a loan, tho delegate who 
carried out tho negotiations addressed 
enquiries to members of the cabin-, t wlio 
weio parlies to the agreement, and re- 
questing their viowa ou tho subject. 

12. These enquiries, and the replies 
thereto, aro hereto appended and m ilked 
respectively I, J, K, L, M, N. 

13. It appears from the memorandum 
of tho Dominion Auditor, Mr. L.ington, 
(Appendix O) , that the question w .s sub- 
milted to him, and, in the first paragraph, 
ho says that Mr. Tilley'a letter of 28. h 
May, and especially his telegram of 3rd 
June, and Mr. Laugevin's letter of June 
1st, eoeni to leave no doubt I hut it was 
the intention of the late Government that 
tho £50,000 was to be u gift, but ho re- 
ports, with strange inconsistency, against 
the money having been promised as such. 

14. Mr. Tilley, a member of the Gov- 
ernment with whom the arrangement was 
made, being applied to for bis explica- 
tions, states iu his telegram (Appendix 
J), — "Langton misunderstood arrange 
inent;'' and again, in his letter of 28th 
May (Appendix K), he states that "the 
£50,000 agreed to be advanced to the 
Government of British Columbia towards 
the Gruviug Dock, was iu lieu of the fa 
ci.ities secured for tho purpose under the 
Terms of Union, rind I cannot see how 
thero could bo any misunderstanding in 
tho mut'or, as my lettjr of 3rd November, 
1873, appears sufficiently definite, and the 
Act just passed cities tho conditions in 
the hist section." And again, in answer 
to the question as to whether thu money 
promised wui to hs a gift, ho states (Ap- 
pendix M) £50 000 sterling was not to be 
charged to debt, but given in lieu of 
guarantee for Graving Dock. Thought 
my loiter explicit." 

15. Mr. Langevin, ai-o a member of 
the Government with whom the arrange- 
ments were made, slates distinctly in this 
letter of tho 1st June, 1874 (Appendix 
N), in answer to enquiries: "1 hive uo 
hesitation to say that tiio Government to 
which I belonged promise to grant to 
British Columbia, as a bonus, thu mini of 
£50,000 sterling, in lieu of the guarantee 
contained in the 12th Section of tho terms 
of "Union," and points out very forcibly 
tho reasons which led to the promise 
being given, namely: —"we were convinc- 
ed that British Columbia could not build 
their Graving Dock wit 1, that guarantee, 
and, inasmuch as the intention of both 
parties to the Terms of Union was to bu- 
curo that Graving Dock, we thought it 
but just to replace it by such a Bum as 
would St cure it to ,\our Province, British 
Columbia and Great Britain contributing 
their share, or British Columbia nupple- 
menting the balance." And he remarks 
in tho sumo communication "Of course 
this sum of £50,000 sterling was not to bo 
an advance of money, but a bonus in 
place of tho guarantee Wo knew we 
would have to obtain the sanc- 
tion of Parliament to such an arrange- 
ment, and wo told you we would do so. 
I am very positive about tlieso nogutiati- 
ations, inasmuch as I was conducting 
them chiefly, previous to tho return of 
Mr. Tilley from England." 

1G. That, upon the faith of tho arrange- 
ment entered into b> ing carried out, re- 
presentations were made to tho Imperial 
Government, and they were induced to 
promise a sum of £59,000 toward tho con- 
struction of Ihe Graving Dock. 

17. That, on the 13 April, 1870, an Or- 
der in Council was passed by this Govern- 
ment (Appendix P) , setting forth that ihe 
sum oi $5J,ti55 50 had been expended by 
the Lands and Works Depirlnient of 
British Columbia on the Dock, and re 
questing payment by tlieDomiuionGovern- 
mout of that sum, under the provisions of 
tho Act 37 Vie., cup. 17, as an instalment 
of the sum of §250,000. 

18. That, on ,he 5th Muy, 1670, the 
Secretary of Stato replied by telegraph 
(Appendix Q), asking if ibis Government 
preferred to have advance charged against 
balance of debt or to have interest deduct- 
ed from ordinary sub-ioy. 

19. That, on tho Uth M.iy, this Govern- 
ment sent the telegram iu reply (Appen- 
dix R), stating that this Government 
understood money to be received us a 
grant iu aid, similar to the like amount 
promised by Imperial Government, 

20. That, ou tho 18th May, 187G, a tele- 
gram (Appendix Sj was received from 
the Secretary of Stale, stating that Canada 
would either guarantee interest us iu 
terms of Union, or make advance under 
Dominion Act, 1874;in latter case, interest 
to be charged against balance of tit bt or 
subsidy. 

21. That, on the 29th May, IS7G, the 
Report of the Privy Council (Appendix 
T; .referred to in the first paragraph of this 
Report, was passed, wherein it is stated 
that it is not in tho power of the Domin- 
ion Government to make a gift of tho said 
sum of 8250.00J. , 

22. That ou tho 22nd July, 187G, this 
Government passed an Order in Council 
(Appendix U ) , setting forth that the views 
of tuis Government are and have been 
cousinteufly at variance with thoso ex- 
pressed iu the said .Minute of the Privy- 
Council of Iho 26th May, 1876,aud Mating 
their willingness to submit the ease ut tho 
proper time to any competent and impar- 
tial tribunal, and advising that application 
should bo mailo to the Dominion authori- 
ties for tho said sum of §250,000, subject 
to the adjustment hereafter of thu ques- 
tion now at issue. 

23. To this reasonable proposition no 
answer was return od. 

21. On tho 21ft October, after an inter- 
val of three months, a telegram was sent 
to Mr. SJott, thu Secretary of SIiug (Ap- 
pendix V), asking for ,t reply. 

25. This, likewise, f tiling ia its object 
(not even having induced an acknowledg- 
ment by tho Secretary of iStnto to tae con- 
tinued appeals from tho Local Govern- 
msnt for a settlement of the question, a 
question of such vital interest to tho 
Province, to tho Dominion, and to the 
Imperial Governments] , wo were obliged 
at last to appoal to tho Premier himself, 
n order thai he might direct a reply to bo 
!o our repeated solicitations (Appenclixgiy- 

* , >. PtluttauW 



en IhoW). This, ultimately .elicited from 
Secretary of State a telegram (Appendix 
X), which statos that the Government had 
nouuthoiity to do more Ihan advances 
the money in mode uroposod in telegram 
of 18th May last. 

2G. The Dock being of quito as much 
importance lo Imperial and Dominion, us 
to Provincial interests, the construction 
thereof it is submitted ought not, 
is simple justice, to bo lelt a 
charge upon the unaided resources 
of the Province, The Imperial Govern- 
ment recognizing tho importance of thu 
w ork to Imperial interests have promise 1 
£50,000 upon tho com]) cii ui of tho work; 
but tuis sum will not ho available during 
const) notion. The present Do - uiou Gov- 
oruuieut, notwithstanding tnc positive us- 
surance of some of their predooegi-ois iu 
office to the contrary, stand on tho ns 
sumption that tho agreement entered in- 
to, in lieu of the Pith toot ion of the Terms 
of Union, was intended us a loan simply. 
Having full confidence in the good [uich 
of the Dominion Government carrying 
out the promise to advance £50,000 iu aid 
of the Dock on the terms originally agreed 
upon, thu Provincial Government entored 
upon an undertaking, tho importance of 
which C;*nuot be over estimated to the 
Dominion as wed us lo tl o Province, but 
which must, nevertheless, if lelt to the 
Province to build, prove a burthen diffi- 
cult t i be sustained. Already tho largo 
sum of $98,000 has been expended, and in 
audition thereto liabilities to a cunsidor- 
able amount have been ireurred. 

27. As a question of simple equity and 
apart from the construction which the Do- 
minion Government ullego it is possible to 
place upon the wording of the agreement, 
it is submitted that the Dominion, in 
common with the Imperial and Provincial 
Governments, ougut to contribute their 
quota towards this work, which ia of ac- 
knowledged nation tl importance. 
28. While still con ending that the views 
expressed by this Government aro correct 
us to the construction to bo nlaced upon 
the piomiso of tho Dominion Government 
to ad vuu co the s iid sum in lieu of tho 
said guarantee, yet wearu willing to abide 
by the proposition contained in sail Or- 
der in C'o me 1 of the 22nd July, 187G. 

Tho Committee concur iu the foregoing 
report and submit the same for Your Ex- 
cellency's approval, and recommend that 
a copy of this Minnto be transmitted t3 
the Honorable the Secretary of State for 
Canada.

LEQISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 

A Bill has been laid before the Houpo 
bj Mr. Bjaveu to give certain immuni- 
ties to members of the House of Assembly, 
and to secure the lUtendunce of witnesses 
before committees of tbo H01130. No 
person is to bo liable for any act dene 
under tbo authority of tbo Legidative 
Assembly; no member of the Assembly is 
to be liablo to any civil action or prose- 
cution, arro4, imprisonmeut or damages 
by re.non of anything dono or saitl by b m 
iu the Hou<e; nor vlull he bo liable to 
arrest, detention or molest ilioo tor any 
debt or cause whatever of a civil nature 
within the Legislative authority of this 
Province during a»y session of tbo Legis- 
lature, or during twenty day* preceding or 
ticenty days following *ueh session. Mem- 
bers of 1 he Legislative Assembly, other 
thaa the Attorney-General, ore debarred 
from noting as cuunsel, etc., in the prose- 
cutioo of any c'aim or action on bolinlf of 
or against Her Majesty, or from accept- 
ing uuy fee), compeus ition or reward lor 
in any way preparing or assisting iu any 
mea-uro intended to be submitted to said 
Assembly, or any committeo thereof; nor 
•hall any barrister, solicitor or attorney, 
being a partner of any member of tiio 
Legidativo Assembly, accept any fee or 
reward for any serv.co as aforesaid, under 
a penalty of §500 lor each offence— one 
half to bo piid to the informer. The 
House is given power to inquire into iu 
suits or libels upon members of the Leg- 
islative Assembly during the session of 
the Legislature, or thirty days before and 
after the session, and into vivions other 
offdneos against the person and dignity of 
thesiid Legislative Assembly or mem- 
iVrs thereof. 

Should tbo Bill becomo law the 
"dtvniiy that doth hedge a king" will bo 
as nothing to the immunity members of 
the Asuimbly will enjoy. For twenty 
days bdforo or alter tbo meeting of the 
Housj a mombjr will bo perfectly unap- 
proachable by civil process; and for thirty 
days before or alter the meeting of the 
House and during its ses-bm be may even 
defy Grim Deatu — so snugly is it intend- 
ed by tbo Act to protect him from any 
attaofc upon bis '•person or dignity." A 
■pAt'.or of mud, a kick, a cowhiding, a 
wrung nose, an olTeusivo newspaper para- 
graph, a cross word — however well merit- 
ed — if administered at any time during 
the periou uauie.l.will result in tbo offend- 
•r beiutf arraiguel at tba Bar of the 
House and punished for contempt. He 
will bo ao.uilly debarred from the privi 
lege of trial by a jury of Lis peers, but 
must nee. Is bd dr.iggod before a House 
compced (as must sometimes ho the 
oaFe) of bis political enemies and dealt 
with in such m mii;r as they di ect. The 
Bill is monntr.ius iu its meauiug and iu- 
teut. Wo shall bo told, of com so, that it 
is "a copy of the Ontario Act;"' but we aro 
not di>-po-ed to accept everything that 
originates in Mr. Beaven's native Prov- 
ince as perfection. The Bill may possess 
some good points, but we fail to discover 
tbem. 

~ BAD FAITH. 

The ridiculous charges of bad faith 
preferred against the Premier in a leading 
article in our contemporary aro very 
easily disposed of. They are pimply 
'•manufactured out of whole clo'h " Mr. 
El.iott did not prombe Mr. McMillan the 
position now held by Mr. Courtney. He 
did not instruct Mr. Bales tbo city audi 
tor in the manner staled— Mr. Good hav- 
ing said th >t tbo instructions were given 
by bim dining Mr. Elliott's absence of 
several dajs from the Cipital. As to th'; 
alleged destruction of voucher 1101, Mr. 
Elliott has explained in the House (and 
any gentleman would be satisfied with the 
explanation) that when bo made the state- 
ment ho laburod under a mu-uppi ehensiou ; 
but he will be able to prove by two un- 
impeachable witnesses before the House 
corurnitt'O that the voucher was last seen 
in Mr. Walkem's bands, and was by bim 
removed from the Treasury, and that it 
bus not since been seen by mortii man. 
As to the aspirations of Mr. Elliott to a 
vacant City Court Judgeship, wo have 
disposed of that elsewhere and show how 
bidly our contemporary has been hoaxed. 
"While ou this subject wo cannot refrain 
from oxpro.-sing surprise that the Stan- 
dard should lefcr t> Mr. McMillan in 
connection with an alleged breach of fai b. 
Mr. McMillan was editor of that j mrual f ir 
a period of five yen - -*, during which ' ime 
ho faithfully supported the Walkem G iv- 
erument, at wh< so iuste.nce bo was finally 
removed to make room for a relutivo of 
Mr. Walkem; and although the latter had 
it in his power to reward Mr. McMillan's 
services mitll an appointment be refused 
to do it When Mr. E liott came into pow- 
er one of his first acts was to recoguizo 
Mr. McMillan's abiluies ond sen ices as a 
public wntor.a id ul hough those abilities 
bad not been expended in his support, 
appointed him to a responsible position. 
Mr. MeMiilan, beyond being a g-ntlemau 
of nniaipeacuttble honor who had expend- 
ed his best energies in a public capacity, 
had no claims on Mr. Elliott But be 
had cluiuia on Mr. Walkem. Ho had sus- 
tained him with bis pen and pi r-onal in- 
fluence for years, and when in tbeovening 
of his days iho time came for requital, lie 
was roniosod from his situation with the 
same notice a housekeeper would give a 
Cbiueso cook. 'ih« friends of Mr. Mc- 
Mi lan will bear us out in the statement 
that his treatment of that gentleman was 
one of tho worst of the many acts of bad 
faith that distinguished tho administra- 
tion of Mr. Walkem. 



DESTITUTE ORPHANS' ACT. 



Hon. Mr. Elliott has introduced a Bill, 
the purport of which will bo understood 
by perusal of tho following section: 

1. Whoro any man shall die ink-stale in 
tbe Proviuco of British Columbia, leav- 
ing him surviving a concubine who may 
at the timo of his death be actually main- 
tained by bim or under his protection, or 
leaving bim surviving any illegitimate 
child or childieu under tho ago 1 f 10 
years, reputed to bo by him begotten 011 
any woman, and at tho timo of bis de- 
cease maintained by him or under bis 
protection, or f jr the support, mainten- 
ance, or advancement of which child ho 
shall have made any provision within tho 
twelve mi n lis next befi ro tho do- 
cease; then and in such case it ahall bo 
lawful for tbo Supremo Court, or any 



Judge thereof, in their or bis discretion, 
to order that there bo letiiued. allotted 
and applied for tho support, maintenance 
aud benefit of such concubine and of 
every such child respectively, so much of 
tbe net real and personal estate, or eithor 
of thorn, of such intestate (after pay- 
mout of all bis debts) as to such court or 
judge shall seem lit, not, bowovor, allot- 
ting to such concubine, or to any BU0I1 
child, a sum greater for each tbau S250, 
or than the amount of 5 per cent, on tho 
net real and personal (-state within the 
said Province of any such in' estate por- 
son, whichever limit may ho tho largest. 

HOAXED,

of tho late A. T. Bushby was down in tho 
Canadian Estimates for 1877-78; nor did 
wo consider it necessary to stale that tho 
item was a rovotc, it having appeared in 
the Bimo E tituatos of List year.

But if ho is too i.idolent to consult 
the authorities at his o.bow or too dense 
to understand them it ».s not our fault hat 
he is frequently astray. Instead of tbo 
'"cat" bomg "out of tbe bag," as ho as- 
serts, a very stupid or very lazy man has 
walked into a pit of hi< own digqiug ami 
made himself tho laughing stock of tbe 
City.

SECOND SESSION. 

Wednesday, Morob 7th. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2.5 p. m. 

Mr. iioavou moved tlio following reso- 
lution. That a respectful AddreBS bo 
presented to His liouor tbe Lieutenant- 
Governor, requeuing thai a R-turu tli ow- 
ing iu detail tlio amonn'. expended 
in compiling, printing, and binding the 
Revised Edi ion of tiie stitnt-s of tlio 
Colony of British Columbia, 1871, be sent 
down to this House. Carried. 

D1CY DOCK. 

Mr. Walkeni, seconded by Mr. Beavon, 
moved That a committee bo appointed to 
draft a report of a 1 tlio circumstances 
and laolB relating to tlio promise made by 
the Dominiuu Government to gr.iut or 
pay to ibis Province, in ai I of tlio E-qui- 
maltDock, a sum of $250,000, iu sub.-.ti- 
tntion of tlie jjromi.se eon t lined in ttio 
12th clause if our terms of Union. 

Mr. Elliott thonglit that iho hon. gen- 
tleman might have given some re.-.sou for 
this resolution, which was ton 1 intents and 
purposes equivalent to saying that iho 
Government hsvo not done all ilioy possi- 
bly could iu this manner. It is realty 
asking for a voto of want of confidence. 
It in Slipped in quietly and not in mi ouo'ii 
manner, and therefore he strongly ob- 
jected to it. 

Mr. Sinith objected as ho saw no prom- 
ise iu the 12ili clause, and asain, ho was 
against tampering with this Dock account 
and propo*ed waiting till tlio Govern- 
ment Ciiino down with iho.r report. 

Mr. Beaven regretted that iho loader 
of the Government hid thought tit to ob- 
ject to this resolution, flo was Kitislied 
lhat the object of this resolution is simply 
to understand whether this S250,Ot'O is to 
bo a gift oradvunoe; it is simply to throw 
light on so iuiportatit a subjei t. 

Mr. Sroitlie — The lion. g. ntleman who 
has just sat down had not attempted to 
justify ttiis resolution and the leader of 
the opposition gave no reasons for it; ho 
■would uot bring forward any arguments 
in favor of the resolution, w hich was a 
cunningly devised means of trying to iu 
troduce a vote of want of confidence. 
This was an attempt to carry out too idea 
that he (Mr. Walkeni) was thoonly man 
competent to arrange tlio dillioul ies with 
Canada. He had insinuated that certain 
papeis have been left out, where as not one 
paper bail been left out, and he defied lion, 
gentlemen to biing forward any that 
would place the position of Biiii-di Col- 
umbia in a more favorable position than 
the Government limit dun their stand 
upon, Canada asserts that the money for 
the dock can only be advanced as a loan 
and not as a gift or bonus Tue hon. 
geEtleuian had failed in getting Canada 
to acknowledge it as a gift, ami in order 
to get out of the difficult*', the Govern- 
ment said that they shall say ail they pos- 
sibly can in favor of tne view of tlio ca.-e 
aod loave it to any competent tribunal to 
docide. The Government felt that their 
position is strong and that no one could 
decide against them. Everything that 
has been done in this mat er was done by 
the late Givernuient. Th -y entered into 
contracts for over §100,000, and the pres- 
ent Government have had to assume nil 
there without knowing where the money 
was to come from. It t ie hon. g -ntle- 
niau would move a district r< solution the 
Government would allow him toobt.iu a 
committee to draw up a d stiu«-t sta o- 
ment of facts; but tiiey coul.l notalovv 
this resolution to pass. 

Mr. Williams thought this motion a 
very correct o tie, and thought every means 
shonld be taken to cl-ur up this mat er. 

Mr. Mara, when lie first taw the res du- 
tion liked it, but now thought tint the 
real motive of the resolution did uot ap- 
pear on the face of it. If w e had not con- 
fidence in the Mini-try we .should at once 
ask tbeni to etep aside; but he thought no 
independent member could vo.o for the 
resolution as ir now .stood. 

Mr. Humphreys — Too gentleman who 
has tbe honor to be the leader of the Op- 
position handled this dry duck question 
wbe:i ho was in power In the most able 
manner. He contended that important 
matti r was left out in the i-o-eal ed ex- 
haustive report prepared by the Govern- 
ment, who seem to tie afraid to allow thi.- 
matter to be investigated. He thought 
that a report, of a committee would be so 
against the Government t'lat it would be 
equal to a voto of w.mt of confidence. 

Mr. Sniitbe — The hon. gentlemen all 
says his Bpeech referred to this as a 
resolution to investigate. 

Dr. Tolmie — The gentleman has charged 
the Government with what ho thought 
that they bad been peculiarly free fioui, 
namely, want of courage. Wo have con 
fidenco in the Ministry and would bo do 
ing a gre.it evil if wo allow a crafty device 
such as this to l.avo any weight with

Dr. Ash referred to the payment of 
money by Iho Government to Dr. Tolmie 
lor Dry l)o.-k land. 

Dr. Tolmie explained that the hon. 
gentleman was entirely wrong in i-tutiug 
that the Government ha 1 gone, out of its 
way to give him more money for tlio land 
than th«y should have done. 

Mr. Vernon said that Dr. Tolmie had 
never had a word witli anv of the Gov- 
ernment on this matter, The arbitrators 
who decided on this ease had all given 
their opinions in writing, and ttio bast 
lawyers here hud quite agreed with their 
verdict. As regards the resolun'on he 
was only sorry ihut iho late Government 
did not do ail lliey might have done.

Williams, wi re brought before 
Capt. Spalding charged with wrongfu ly 
and without legal authority compelling 
divers per ous lawfully ong iged by Duus- 
muir Digglo & Co., as miners, to abstain 
from lawfully performing their, work ac- 
cording to iheir said agreement. Mr 
Tbeadore Davie appeared for the prosecu- 
tion ami Mr. Barnston appeared for the 
defence 

At tor a long ho-iring tho defendants 
were committed 1 1 take their trial at the 
Aasiz s in $250 themselves and two sure- 
ties in $50u each. 

On Monday, March 0th, before Capt. 
Spal. ling, Mayor Bates, Mr. Bryden, Mr. 
Bulkley aud Mr. Planta, J. P., Uriah 
Hockyard was charged by Mr. li. Duns- 
muir with h iving procurred the publica- 
tion of Ins speech at the uiiuor's meeting 
in the Free Press, which speech contain- 
ed a libel of and concerning Bobt. Duns 
muir. 

Mr. Thoo. Davie appeared for the prose- 
cution an I Mr Barnsion for tho difeiieo.
